In response to the Decision on Petition mailed October 6, 2004, applicants hereby 
submit the present Petition in accordance with the requirements as set forth by the Senior 
Petitions Attorney. 

In the Request and/or Petition for Correction of Filing Receipt filed by applicants 
on June 4, 2004, applicants requested correction of the filing date to September 1 1, 2003 and 
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clarification of the Domestic Priority Data in order to reflect more accurately that the present 
application claims priority as a continuation-in-part of U.S. Application No. 10/379,287 filed 
March 3, 2003, which claims the benefit of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/440,201 filed 
January 15, 2003 and U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/360,821 filed March 1, 2002. 
Applicants concurrently filed a Second Preliminary Amendment to clarify the claim for benefit in 
the Specification, the aforementioned applications having been claimed in the original 
application as filed (i.e., in the Specification, at page 1, lines 6-9), as well as in the Declaration 
and Power of Attorney. 

The Decision on Petition granted the request for the September 11, 2003 filing 
date. However, the Decision on Petition stated that because of this earlier filing date, applicants' 
correction to the Domestic Priority Data was therefore untimely. Therefore, the Decision on 
Petition required that applicants file the present Petition under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.78(a) along with 
the required fee of $1,370.00 in order to properly correct the claim for priority. 

Applicants note that the Corrected Filing Receipt of October 18, 2004 correctly 
recites the Domestic Priority Data for the present application. However, to avoid any confusion 
with the Decision on Petition, accordingly, applicants hereby Petition for the clarification and 
correction of the priority information as follows: applicants request that the following claim for 
priority be accepted: 

This application is a continuation in part of U.S. Application No. 
10/379,287 filed March 3, 2003, which claims the benefit of U.S. 
Provisional Application Serial No. 60/440,201 filed January 15, 2003 and 
U.S. Provisional Application Serial No. 60/360,821 filed March 1, 2002, 
all of which are incorporated by reference herein in their entirety. 
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As stated earlier, applicants note that this priority claim was recited in the Second Preliminary 
Amendment. Therefore, to the extent this Second Preliminary Amendment was not entered, 
applicants respectfully request that it be entered accordingly. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.78 (a)(3)(iii) and (a)(6)(iii), applicants hereby state that 
the entire delay between the date the corrected priority claim was due {i.e., January 11, 2004, 
which is four months from the corrected filing date of the present application) and the date the 
corrected priority claim was filed {i.e., June 4, 2004 for the Request and/or Petition for 
Correction of Filing Receipt or November 9, 2004 for the present Petition) was unintentional. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.17(t), a fee of $L370.00 is believed to be due for the 
filing of this Petition.
